2. This revision was proposed by the Deputy Director 
for Administration to the Director of Central Intelligence, 
and approved by the latter on 8 August 1974. (Copies of 
appropriate correspondence attached.) It appears that 
this action would satisfy requirements for a specific 
delegation of authority by the DCI, as specified by the 
Office of General Counsel in a previous consideration. 


3. It is not believed inconsistent to have the 
Deputy Director for Administration authorized to grant 
exceptions for applicants with alien spouses while requiring 
DCI approval for continued employment of employees desiring 
to marry aliens. This Office suggests, however, that the 
proposed change in approval authority of[ ___]be coor: 
dinated with the Office of Personnel, since which 
refers to procedures outlining marriage to aliens by 
employees is an Office of Personnel regulation.
